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GENERAL  ANNOUNCEMENT 


OF  THE 

PHILADELPHIA  LYING-IN  CHARITY 


Hospital  Building, 

Cor.  Eleventh  and  Cherry  Sts.,  May  i,  1896. 

This  useful  and  widely-known  charity  was  instituted  by  the  late 
Joseph  Warrington,  M.D.,  in  1828,  and  was  incorporated  by  charter  in 
the  year  1832.  From  its  beginning  it  has  quietly  and  uninterruptedly 
pursued  its  mission  to  indigent  women,  who,  without  distinction  of  race 
or  creed,  have  gratuitously  received  its  benefits  during  their  lying-in. 

Its  Aims  and  Objects  may  be  summarized  as  follows  : 

(1)  To  send  physicians  and  nurses  without  charge  to  poor  women  in 

their  own  homes  at  the  time  of  confinement. 

(2)  To  provide  in  the  maternity  wards  of  the  Hospital  for  such  as  can¬ 

not  be  cared  for  at  their  homes. 

(3)  To  give  medical,  surgical,  and  nursing  aid  in  diseases  peculiar  to 

women,  in  the  Hospital,  at  daily  clinics,  and  at  the  homes  of 
patients. 

(4)  To  maintain  a  free  school  for  the  training  of  women  to  act  as  nurses 

in  the  lying-in  chamber  and  in  the  sick-room. 

(5)  To  keep  a  directory  for  nurses,  from  which  they  are  sent,  upon 

application,  to  attend  the  sick — rich  or  poor — at  a  moment’s 
notice. 

(6)  To  instruct  students  and  practitioners  of  medicine  in  practical 

obstetrics  and  gynecology. 

The  record  of  success  in  its  peculiar  sphere  is  very  gratifying.  Many 
thousands  of  worthy  but  indigent  women  have  received  aid,  while  still 
greater  numbers  throughout  the  land,  in  all  social  conditions,  profit  by 
the  skill  of  the  many  physicians  and  nurses  who  have  learned  their  art 
within  its  doors.  The  method  of  teaching  enables  graduates  to  attend 
upon  confinement  cases  with  the  ability  gained  by  actual  experience 
rather  than  with  the  awkwardness  of  beginners. 

It  is  the  oldest  Training  School  for  Nurses  in  America,  and  but  one 
in  Europe  antedates  it.  The  graduates  have  always  maintained  a  high 
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reputation  for  efficiency  with  both  patients  and  physicians  who  employ 
their  services.  The  aim  of  the  School  is  to  make  the  education  as  prac¬ 
tical  and  as  complete  in  details  as  possible. 

The  training  secures  intelligent  and  skilled  nursing  care  for  the 
sick,  and  also  opens  a  field  of  remunerative  and  congenial  occupation 
in  which  a  very  large  class  of  women  may  earn  an  honorable  livelihood. 

The  new  Hospital,  carefully  designed  and  furnished,  is  attended  by 
a  capable  staff  of  physicians,  nurses,  and  assistants.  Its  location  is 
central,  and  is  conveniently  reached  from  all  the  railroad  stations  and 
from  all  sections  of  the  city.  Twenty-four  beds  are  maintained  for  the 
free  use  of  worthy  poor  women.  Experience,  however,  teaches  that  it 
is  wise  to  accept  a  weekly  sum,  even  if  it  be  small,  where  patients  are 
able  to  pay,  so  that  the  institution  shall  not  encourage  abject  depend¬ 
ence  and  the  consequent  tendency  toward  pauperism.  Nevertheless, 
the  gratuitous  services  of  the  Charity  are  not  withheld  from  any  poor 
women  seeking  them. 

To  meet  a  frequent  demand,  a  few  separate  rooms  are  provided 
for  private  patients  able  too  pay  a  reasonable  board  during  con¬ 
finement  or  treatment  by  surgical  operations.  These  patients  have 
all  the  advantages  of  a  well-appointed  hospital,  with  the  privacy  of  a 
home. 

Contributions  are  solicited  from  the  charitable.  Let  those  who 
delight  to  bestow  wealth  for  the  benefit  of  humanity  and  to  mitigate 
suffering,  remember  the  needs  of  this  Charity.  Money  is  required  for 
present  uses  and  to  create  an  endowment  for  the  future.  It  is  hoped 
that  those  who  are  blessed  with  wealth  will  endow  beds  for  the  free  use 
of  the  needy.  Increasing  difficulties  in  earning  a  living  bring  more 
numerous  applications  from  the  poor  each  year. 

An  appeal  is  also  made  for  donations  of  coal  and  groceries,  and  for 
dry  goods  to  be  made  up  into  garments.  Patients  often  come  under  our 
care  who  are  without  suitable  or  sufficient  clothing.  There  is  always  use 
for  new  and  partly-worn  garments  for  women  and  children,  for  bed 
linen,  wrappers,  blankets,  towels,  underclothing,  and  bandages.  Illus¬ 
trated  journals,  books,  magazines,  newspapers,  as  reading  matter,  are 
also  respectfully  asked  for.

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  to  The  Philadelphia 
Lying-in  Charity  was  held  at  4  p.  m. 

The  President,  Thomas  L.  Gillespie,  occupied  the  chair. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Statement  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30, 
1896,  accompanied  by  the  Auditors’  Report,  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  Reports  of  the  Boards  of  Managers,  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board,  Physicians,  etc.,  were  read,  accepted,  and  referred  to  the 
incoming  Board  of  Managers,  with  instructions  to  have  them  printed  in 
the  usual  manner  for  public  circulation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

Hospital  Building,  Corner  iith  and  Cherry  Sts., 

Philadelphia,  April  30,  1896. 

The  Board  of  Managers  offers  for  its  Sixty-eighth  Annual 
Report  the  reports  of  the  Attending  Physicians  and  the  heads 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  Philadelphia  Lying-in  Charity 
for  the  year  just  closed.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  very  large 
amount  of  useful  work  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  results  obtained  in  the  Maternity  and  Surgical  Wards 
are  most  satisfactory.  The  thanks  of  the  community  are  due 
to  the  physicians  for  their  skillful  services  and  constant  attend¬ 
ance,  which  have  contributed  to  maintain  the  institution  in  the 
first  rank  among  the  charitable  institutions  and  hospitals  of 
our  city.  The  needs  of  worthy  poor  women  have  been 
attended  to  gratuitously  in  a  very  large  percentage  of  the 
whole  number  of  cases  treated  ;  and  at  a  minimum  charge 
others  of  restricted  means  have  received  the  benefits  of  the 
hospital ;  while  still  others  in  better  circumstances  have,  at 
moderate  cost,  occupied  rooms  set  apart  for  private  patients. 
All  have  received  careful  attention  and  skillful  treatment 
according  to  the  most  approved  scientific  methods.  Students 
of  medicine  have  been  instructed  into  a  practical  knowledge  of 
a  most  important  branch  of  their  profession  ;  and  intelligent 
young  women,  who  have  come  well  recommended,  have 
received  practical  training  of  a  kind  to  fit  them  to  act  accept¬ 
ably  as  nurses  in  the  sick  room.  Many  patients,  unable  to 
pay  for  the  services  of  a  physician,  were  gratuitously  attended 
in  their  own  homes  by  physicians  and  nurses  sent  from  the 
hospital,  and  many  requiring  less  grave  treatment  were 
treated  at  the  Clinic  for  Out-door  Relief,  which  is  held  daily  at 
noon.  As  we  did  not  feel  justified  in  excluding  some  who 
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pleaded  for  admission,  although  our  funds  were  exhausted, 
the  work  has  overtaxed  the  resources  of  the  charity  and  in 
consequence  there  hangs  over  us  a  debt  of  about  $2500,  for 
food,  medicines  and  other  supplies  which  were  necessary. 

The  physicians  report  that  the  whole  number  of  confine¬ 
ment  cases  admitted  during  the  year  is  298  ;  also  61  patients 
were  admitted  with  operative  cases  of  diseases  peculiar 
to  women,  a  total  of  359  who  occupied  beds  in  the  hos¬ 
pital.  At  the  noon  clinic  1116  cases  from  outside  were 
treated,  and  physicians  for  obstetrical  aid  were  sent  to  the 
homes  of  361  applicants,  and  nurses  were  sent  to  182  house¬ 
holds.  A  total  of  1836  women  patients  received  the  benefits 
of  the  institution,  and  543  infants  were  born  under  its  care. 
The  nurse  class  numbered  49  during  the  year,  of  whom  23, 
after  a  formal  examination  as  to  their  proficiency,  were  gradu¬ 
ated  and  awarded  certificates,  and  26  are  still  under  training. 
Of  physicians  and  students  of  medicine  104  have  attended 
the  course  of  instruction  and  practice  in  obstetrics  and 
gynecology. 

The  work  has  been  somewhat  restricted  for  want  of  room. 
Owing  to  a  diminished  income,  it  was  found  necessary  to  give 
up  the  dwelling  house  in  the  neighborhood  which  we  had 
for  some  years  past  rented  and  used  as  an  annex.  In  it  were 
lodged  patients  and  attaches,  who  now  must  have  shelter  in 
the  hospital  building,  and  this  limits  more  narrowly  the  work 
of  the  charity.  It  is  not  now  possible  to  receive  as  many 
patients  as  formerly. 

Thanks  are  due  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Visitors  for  their  kind  efforts  in  raising  funds  for  the  hos¬ 
pital  by  arranging  a  concert  in  February  last,  which  netted 
$i37-85- 

Thanks  are  returned  to  the  many  friends  who  generously 
remembered  the  institution  with  gifts  of  money  and  material 
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on  Donation  Day,  November  21st  last.  A  list  of  their  con¬ 
tributions  is  appended.  Those  most  active  in  the  daily  work 
of  the  institution  desire  to  remind  the  public  that  they  have  an 
unceasing  demand  for  all  kinds  of  food  supplies,  clothing  and 
necessary  articles  about  a  household,  as  well  as  old  linen  and 
muslin  for  bandages  and  dressings  and  the  many  other  require¬ 
ments  of  an  hospital,  school  and  nurses’  home.  Send  dona¬ 
tions  of  such  articles,  as  well  as  sums  of  money,  at  any  time, 
as  they  are  needed  every  day  in  the  year.  If  notice  is  given, 
the  Superintendent  will  send  a  messenger  for  them.  Wed¬ 
nesday,  the  day  before  Thanksgiving  Day,  has  been  appointed 
as  Donation  Day  for  this  year.  We  respectfully  ask  a  liberal 
response  to  our  appeal. 

In  carrying  out  our  peculiar  branch  of  work  we  have 
aided  the  general  cause  of  charity  by  a  hearty  and  fraternal 
co-operation  with  The  Midnight  Mission,  The  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  Society,  The  Philadelphia  Bible  Society,  The  Society  for 
Organizing  Charity,  St.  Vincent’s  Home,  The  Children’s 
Country  Week,  The  Sheltering  Arms,  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  Philadelphia  Home  for  Infants, 
and  The  Children’s  Aid  Society.  Such  united  efforts  in  the 
interests  of  suffering  humanity  are  doubly  useful  and  make 
more  complete  relief  possible  in  many  cases. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  various  papers  which  accom¬ 
pany  this  report.  They  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  work  during 
the  past  year,  which  must  commend  itself  to  all  interested 
in  this  particular  kind  of  service  to  the  needy.  It  is  hoped 
that  sympathy  in  more  extended  quarters  will  be  awakened, 
and  that  the  list  of  yearly  subscribers  will  be  greatly 
lengthened.

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ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES  OF  THE 
PHILADELPHIA  LYING-IN  CHARITY 

Hospital  and  School,  May  i,  1896. 

Cor.  Eleventh  and  Cherry  Streets. 

One  of  the  primary  objects  of  Dr.  Joseph  Warrington  in  founding 
the  Philadelphia  Lying-in  Charity  in  the  year  1828  was  to  provide,  in 
connection  with  the  Hospital,  a  School  in  which  women  would  be 
practically  trained  in  the  knowledge  and  art  of  nursing  the  sick  and  in 
the  care  of  confinements.  It  is  the  first  Nurse-Training  School  started 
in  America,  and  we  have  the  record  of  but  one  in  Europe  of  longer 
standing.  Several  thousands  of  nurses,  during  the  past  sixty-eight 
years,  have  been  tramed  in  our  classes,  and  have  gone  forth  into  the 
world  to  be  self-supporting  members  of  society,  proficient  in  a  useful 
and  congenial  calling  which  makes  them  welcome  in  the  sick  room. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Training  School  must  possess  a 
good  common-school  education,  have  mental  and  physical  capacity  for 
the  work,  come  with  the  intention  to  remain  during  a  full  term  if 
entered,  and  bring  at  least  two  certificates  of  good  moral  character. 
They  may  apply  by  letter  or  in  person,  any  week-day  before  noon,  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  must  pass  a  preliminary 
examination  by  the  Chief  Resident  Physician  and  Head  Nurse,  and 
must  appear  before  the  Board  of  Lady  Visitors,  which  meets  at  10.30 
a.  m.  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 

The  course  of  study  and  training  extends  one  full  year  from  the 
date  of  admission.  Nurses  are  boarded  and  lodged  in  the  institution 
without  charge.  Approved  candidates  begin  their  term  of  training  on 
the  first  of  the  month  when  there  are  vacancies,  and  are  received  only 
upon  probation  for  one  month,  when,  if  they  manifest  a  satisfactory 
capacity  and  fitness  for  the  calling,  they  are  entered  as  resident  pupils 
upon  signing  the  usual  agreement.  After  the  month’s  probation,  if 
accepted,  they  are  paid  $5.00  per  month. 

During  the  month  of  probation  pupil-nurses  assist  the  regular 
nurses  in  the  wards,  at  operations  and  in  the  clinip.  In  the  next  two 
months  they  serve  in  the  obstetric  wards  of  the  Hospital  and  attend 
obstetric  cases  at  the  dwellings  of  patients  of  the  Charity,  remaining 
during  labor,  and  visiting  them  each  day  during  convalescence.  At 
the  conclusion  of  three  months’  training  they  are  sent  to  nurse  private 
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patients,  under  the  physicians  attached  to  the  School,  and  others.  All 
remuneration  for  such  private  nursing  goes  to  the  support  of  the 
School.  This  advantage  of  private  nursing  is  a  special  feature  of  the 
training  in  this  School,  and  because  of  it  our  nurses  are  preferred  by 
physicians,  who  meet  them  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick. 

The  lectures,  attendance  upon  which  is  obligatory,  include  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  details  of  general,  obstetric,  surgical,  and  fever  nursing,  and 
the  care  of  chronic  cases,  also  elementary  anatomy  and  physiology. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  instruction  in  the  application  of  the  various 
bandages,  the  preparation  of  splints,  the  application  of  dressings,  and 
the  use  of  the  catheter,  thermometer  and  chart. 

Nurses  who  pass  satisfactorily  the  required  examination  at  the  end 
of  the  course  and  are  recommended  for  graduation  receive  the  diploma 
of  the  School. 

Each  probationary  nurse  must  bring  with  her — 

An  adequate  supply  of  undergarments  and  towels  for  her  own  use. 

Two  washable,  plainly-made  dresses.  The  striped  dress  of  the 
uniform  is  not  worn  during  the  month  of  probation. 

Six  plain  white  muslin  aprons,  made  to  come  within  four  inches  of 
the  bottom  of  the  dress,  gathered  on  to  the  band,  with  buttons  in  the 
back.  Large  plain  bib  gathered  on  to  the  band. 

Six  pairs  of  white  cuffs,  six  inches  long,  with  a  two-inch  hem  at  top 
and  bottom. 

Two  night  wrappers,  wash  flannel  for  winter,  crinkled  seersucker 
for  summer. 

Two  pairs  of  shoes,  one  pair  without  heels  and  both  pairs  to  be 
noiseless. 

Two  gingham  aprons. 

Napkin  ring. 

All  clothing  must  be  plainly  marked  with  name  in  full. 

No  trunk  is  to  be  brought  during  probation  month. 

Should  pupil  be  accepted  and  trunk  sent  for,  there  must  be  no 
unnecessary  articles,  albums,  ornaments,  etc. — nothing  which  is  not  an 
article  of  wardrobe. 

No  sewing  is  allowed,  except  mending,  and  the  making  and  putting 
together  of  caps. 

Trunks  are  to  be  of  small  dimensions. 

The  clothing  of  the  pupil-nurses  is  washed  without  charge,  and 
sixteen  pieces  a  week  are  allowed  to  each  pupil.

You  will  be  required  to  remain  under  training  for  one  year,  the  first 
month  of  which  is  probationary.  The  Hospital  furnishes  you  with 
board  and  lodging.  After  the  month  of  probation,  the  pay  is  five 
dollars  per  month. 

You  will  be  required  to  sign  the  following  agreement,  should  the 
month  of  probation  prove  satisfactory  to  both  parties  : 

“  I  promise  to  remain  for  one  year  tinder  instruction  in  the  Training 
School  of  the  ‘  Philadelphia  Lying-in  Charity  and  Nurse  School ,’  and  to 
observe  faithfully  all  the  rules  of  the  School." 

After  passing  satisfactorily  the  examination  at  the  close  of  your 
training,  upon  recommendation,  a  Certificate  of  Graduation  will  be 
given  you,  and  your  name  placed  on  the  registry,  to  which  physicians 
and  others  desiring  nurses  have  access. 

Rules  for  Nurses 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  nurses  to  attend  faithfully  to  the  patients 
under  their  care  ;  to  obey  implicitly  the  directions  of  the  Physicians 
and  Head  Nurse ;  to  see  that  patients  behave  with  propriety  and 
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observe  the  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and  to  report  any  irregularity 
or  breach  of  rule  to  the  Head  Nurse  or  Superintendent. 

Nurses  not  on  duty  shall  be  ready  for  breakfast  at  7.30  o’clock,  for 
dinner  at  1.30  o’clock,  and  tea  at  6  o’clock. 

Whilst  on  duty  each  nurse  must  be  dressed  in  the  uniform  of  the 
Hospital. 

Cleanliness,  neatness  and  civility  will  be  exacted. 

Loud  talking  and  laughing  will  not  be  permitted  in  the  wards  or 
halls. 

Nurses  are  not  allowed  to  receive  compensation  for  services  ren¬ 
dered  by  them  to  patients  of  the  institution. 

Any  nurse  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  follow  the  directions  of 
the  Physician  or  Head  Nurse,  or  who  shall  be  negligent  or  inattentive, 
may  be  discharged,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

All  nurses  on  duty  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective  wards 
during  visiting  hours,  and  no  nurse  shall  be  absent  at  this  time  without 
consent  from  the  Physician  in  charge  of  the  ward. 

None  of  the  nurses  employed  in  the  Hospital  shall,  at  any  time, 
absent  themselves  from  their  duties  therein  without  having  first  obtained 
permission  from  the  Head  Nurse. 

All  time  lost  from  duties  during  the  year  of  training,  aggregating 
more  than  five  days,  from  sickness  or  other  cause,  must  be  made  up  by 
pupil-nurses,  before  their  term  of  service  can  be  considered  as  complete. 

Should  pupil-nurses  become  sick  they  are  cared  for  without  charge, 
and  everything  is  done  to  make  agreeable  and  comfortable  their  stay 
in  the  institution. 

Each  nurse  shall  devote  such  time  in  the  preparation  of  diet  for  the 
invalids  as  the  Head  Nurse  may  think  proper ;  and  must  avail  herself 
of  every  opportunity,  consistent  with  her  duties,  to  improve  her  mind, 
with  a  view  to  becoming  an  intelligent  and  acceptable  companion,  as 
well  as  nurse,  in  the  sick  room. 

A  pupil-nurse,  after  the  proper  preliminary  training,  must  hold 
herself  in  readiness  to  obey  the  calls  of  the  Physician  to  attend  upon 
any  patient  who  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Hospital. 

There  shall  be  an  open  Register  kept  of  the  engagements  of  all 
nurses,  in  good  repute  for  faithfulness,  who  have  received  a  diploma 
from  this  Hospital. 

No  pupil-nurse  who  shall  have  been  before  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  for  improper  conduct  during  pupilage  (unless  honorably  acquitted) 
shall  be  recommended  for  a  diploma. 

Any  nurse  dishonorably  discharged  from  the  Hospital  shall  have 
her  name  stricken  from  the  Registry. 
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Nurses  are  particularly  forbidden  prescribing  for  patients,  or  keep¬ 
ing,  administering  to,  or  allowing  to  be  taken,  by  either  mother  or  child, 
or  other  patient,  any  preparation  not  clearly  ordered  or  sanctioned  by 
the  Physician  having  charge  of  the  case. 

Nurses  must  not  be  gossips,  and  must  positively  withhold  from  any 
family  they  may  enter  all  private  matters  of  business  or  sentiments  of 
any  other  family  in  which  they  may  previously  have  been  employed. 

Nurses  on  entering  families  must  studiously  avoid  criticisms  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  household  affairs,  and  must  be  very  careful  not  to  interfere 
with  the  domestics  or  their  duties. 

Resident  Nurses  must  be  in  the  Institution  at  9  30  p.  m. 

Rule  adopted  May  8,  1895  : 

“That  all  time  in  excess  of  five  days  lost  by  the  pupil-nurses, 
through  sickness  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  up  before  their  term  of 
service  shall  be  considered  finished.” 

All  lights  in  the  Institution,  excepting  those  permitted  by  the  Resi¬ 
dent  Physician,  Superintendent  and  Head  Nurse,  shall  be  extinguished 
at  10.30  p.  m.  No  reading  in  bed  at  night  is  permitted  by  patients  or 
any  person  connected  with  the  Institution  in  any  capacity. 

Neglect  to  obey  these  rules  will  render  the  offender  liable  to  be 
discharged. 

Schedule  of  Instruction 

Daily  School — Conducted  by  the  Resident  Physician ;  recitations 
from  assigned  reading.  A  system  of  marks  for  behavior  and  recitations. 

Ward  Cases — Daily,  conducted  by  the  Head  Nurse. 

Practice  in  Bandagmg — Twice  a  week,  conducted  by  Resident 
Physician,  assisted  by  the  Head  Nurse. 

Lecture  by  Physician  on  Duty — Once  a  week,  upon  a  designated 
evening. 

Lecture  by  the  Residetit  Physician — Once  a  week,  upon  a  designated 
evening ;  the  subject  to  be  assigned  by  the  Physician  on  duty. 

Monthly  Examination — Oral,  by  Physician  on  duty. 

Final  Examination — At  close  of  year’s  training,  by  the  Visiting 
Staff,  written  and  oral.  Graduation,  with  award  of  diploma,  determined 
by  the  year’s  record  and  examination  marks. 

LecHires  to  Comprise  a  Three  Months'  Course — First  month,  General 
Nursing;  second  month,  Obstetrical  Nursing;  third  month,  Special 
Medical,  General  Surgical,  and  Children’s  Nursing. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  instruction  by  the  Staff,  other  specialists 
and  practitioners  of  medicine  are  invited  from  time  to  time  to  lecture 
before  the  Class.

For  the  benefit  of  students  and  practitioners  in  medicine,  the  Hos¬ 
pital  Staff  has  arranged  to  give  instructions  in  Practical  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  to  classes  limited  in  numbers.  The  course  of  study  extends 
over  a  period  of  three  months,  and  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the 
daily  work  of  both  the  In-door  and  Out-patient  Departments.  It  consists 
chiefly  of  clinical  demonstrations  given  at  hours  which  do  not  interfere 
with  regular  attendance  at  medical  colleges.  Special  attention  is  paid 
to  such  practical  subjects  as  the  Diagnosis  of  Pregnancy,  the  Manage¬ 
ment  of  Labor,  the  Application  and  the  Use  of  the  Forceps,  and  the 
Correction  of  Flexions  and  Versions  of  the  Uterus. 

The  Hospital  Wards,  tne  Daily  Clinics,  and  the  Out-door  Service 
offer  unusual  facilities  to  students  to  come  into  personal  contact  with 
cases,  and  are  invaluable  in  the  study  of  diagnosis  and  treatment.  A 
limited  number  of  students,  in  turn,  accompany  the  physician  on  duty 
as  assistants  to  the  wards  and  at  the  clinic.  Cases  at  the  patients’ 
homes,  in  the  Out-door  Service,  and  from  among  those  in  the  Hospital, 
will  be  assigned  to  the  care  of  the  students  under  the  supervision  of 
the  preceptor. 

The  fee  for  the  course  of  three  months  is  $15.00.  The  diploma  of 
the  Institution  will  be  issued  for  an  additional  fee  of  $5.00  to  graduates 
of  medical  schools  in  good  standing  who  complete  the  course  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  are  recommended  by  the  staff. 

Only  students  of  good  moral  character  will  be  admitted  to  the 
classes,  and  they  are  required  to  bind  themselves  honorably  to  observe 
scrupulously  the  regulations  referring  to  sanitary  discipline  and  deport¬ 
ment,  of  which  printed  copies  are  furnished.
